Dr. Israeli said Miss 
Beckman had railed at his office and 
told him to hurry to the dental offices 
at Fifty-ninth street and Third ave 
nile, as a man had been shot there 
Miss Beekman said she was in the 
offices with Dr W ors ter when Dr. Do 
land railed and asked for the loan 
of a dollar When Dr Worster refused 
to grant the request she said she took 
a dollar from her purse and handed it 
to Dr. Doland 
Tills incensed Dr Worster, she said, 
and he demanded that Dr. Doland re­ 
turn the money 
The dollar was re 
turned to her, ana when she left the 
room a few minutes later, she said, 
the two dentists were engaged in a 
heated discussion 
Miss Beckman walked through an 
operating room Into a reception room. 
As she stepped into the hallway, she 
says, she heard a shot 
As she en­ 
tered. she says she saw Dr Worster 
standing in tile renter of the room. 
Dr Doland was rolling on Hie floor in 
agony 
She bent over the injured 
man and a-ked him what had occut 
red She says he refused to tell her 
and asked that she hurry out to sum 
mon a physician She then ran to the 


office of Dr Larsen.
